eartlded extract from the pariah registry, and 
soma t-iilenca of identity, But thia la not al- 
ways neceaaary, soruetimaa more affida-fta, 
without the register, hat* been held sufEcieot 
(CSariingiori r, Connick, I 8inno, it».) 
And lata derisions show by the aatea 
collected in ftrosly on Bridenre, p. 178, 
that where the evidence ia not of the fir*! im- 
portance, no very strict diligence of search ia 
demanded, particularly when the witness it 
only required to declare whether he wrote or 
did not write • aignature to a paper produced, 
and other witrussaea em awe*? to the hand- 
writing. It ia not neceaaary that an attest- 
ing witneta should be dead to admit 
aeeondary evidence of bit hand- 
writing. Abacnsa from the country, and 
instance* of lost legitimate exeunt are to be 
found which have been deemed auAcientu 
let to each icstimony. The general and reason- 
able rule la, as stated In Croeby t. Percy, I 
Taunton, p, 3oo, that wlnWj upon fair, senoua, 
and diligent enquiry, aa taateaiag witness is not 
to be found, svktenci of kit ttaadwiitiug ia ad- 
misaihlc- And tt with respect to ■ person 
alleged to be dtcataed, at stated by the Chief 
Baron in the ease of fientnn r. Olivu, 2 Bvrangc, 
p. Q tO, " If proper search or inquiry hnd been 
made and no ttsoount could be given of him" 
tucoadary evideuee of hit deeeeae should he re - 
reived. In the present instance tuck tcueh— 
aumeientto ahow reaaonahle ddigeuce — has Own 
made, lnquirias are made by persona who 
know M'AoltiEe well at the Ian place whore be 
waa known to reside. Thewa mquiriea lead 
thete persona to the Cteneral Hoapital, ttid the 
reault of the inqtury there ia, that a paraon of 
that name, who waa In the Hoapital about 
IMS or 1918, about the time ha waj laat teen, 
died in the Hoapital, Thit la thawn by an 
entry In the books of the Hospital, and the 
belief of the witnntttt on oath that this 
ia the tame M'AnlltTc with whose handwriting 
they ore acquainted, and that hit name attest- 
ing the deed la in his handwriting. Thia in 
my opinion, then, is such evidence, at in the 
absence of any imputation of evtafan « tug- 
treetion of any attempt at unfairness of any 
kind ought to he received. Whether it it tueh 
an inquire aa, In the case of a question of title, 
would be deemed surncinnt evidence of tht 
death of a party it not a question with which 
L hare now to deal, but far the purpose of 
proof hi lbonraeent instance, It should not be 
excluded. The objection, therefore, must ha 
overruled, the evidence received, and the deed 
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admitted to proof.

ii. mi it : tjlaiHt the informal inn stated, iluil 
at the time in question, Uonry lluuine did 
•liow tht original, ■nd thit lie hnd not a bun- 
dle in hia hand at the lime, ell of vrluch the 
defendant weU knew at the time lie inadc the 
affidavit.

That rlelief 
Aet wax pasted, tor tho dituibution ol soup, 
bread, and other provision* prepared for use, 
to lb use persona who, hiring properly recom- 
mended, might chooao to apply in person- Ai 
with the " Public Works, th* expense of the 
" Relicr' it to be divided between the oororiial 
rate* and the Imperi.il Exchequer. Tho total 
eatiruite of tbo adtanctu fur thia purpoaa, 
whether by way of grant or of loan it 
£2, '200,000. Prcvionx to the acta, grants had 
been made to relief committees to the amount 
of£t».0U0. To these items must be added, 
the staff or thi Board ot Work* and tlie Re- 
lief Cimnsiaaion. the two principal channels of 
relief, £110.000 ; additional loll on commis- 
teriat operations, besides * sum already men- 
tinned, C.IO.IMO ; probable expenditure on 
liihory piers ind navigation connected with 
drainage up to April, 1MB, £110,000. Then 
com* advance* tor works of public utility, 
Pint, the objectionable railway loan, 
£ii20.i>00 , Board of Wurkx Loan 
Fund, £'sVs0,IM0 ; and ettiaute of loans 
for land nm.ro cement up tu April, Ihjk 
£400,000. The grand total of all thru itema, 
being all the money to be expended from Au- 
gutt, IS tfi, to April, 1948, ia £0,3.10.000 j 
which doe* not include the C73t,0(M spent 
previous to August, 1313, Of the grand total 
It is proper to state, for the benefit of those who 
will not mile the calculation for thcnuelvca, 
that £4,3*0.000 it absolutely and utterly 
granted and given.
